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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 13 is objected to because of tine following informalities: "TDB" should be - 
TDM-. Appropriate correction is required. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-19, drawn to inband signaling for TDM system, classified in class 
370, subclass 410. 

II. Claim 20, drawn to failure recovery, classified in class 370, subclass 216. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination II has separate utility such as 
failure recovery. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. 
Where applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 
1 .104. See MPEP § 821 .04(a). Applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a 
continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a 
claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to 
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provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of 
the instant application. 

4. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply:

Claim 20 is withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as 
being drawn to a non-elected invention. 
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Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(1). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Re Claim 1, the preamble is directed toward a system, however the body of the 
claim is directed to a method. The body of the claim should include hardware or means 
to support the system claim. 

Claim 13 recites the limitation "provisional memory locations" in line 7-8. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, publislied under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

9. Claims 1,7-10 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Roy at al U.S. Patent Number 7,061 ,935. 

Re Claim 1, fig. 2a teaches plurality of Link 0 Row buffer 130 (a storage device) 
at a local end; a Demapper 128 (a process of sorting) that receives TDM data and sorts 
the TDM into the Row buffer 1 30 wherein the Demapper 1 28 identifies the destination 
link/circuit associated with the received TDM (See col. 17, lines 24 +); further includes 
the Mapper 136 for reading the TDM from the 130 in accordance with slot sequence (a 
predetermined sequence) whereby the data is transmitted (See col. 9, lines 40-55) to a 
remote station and includes combination of traffic types frame (a sequence 
representative of data) (See fig. 3) 

Re Claim 7, refer to Claim 1 , wherein the switch element knows whether or not a 
slot contains TDM data via a connection tables. 

Re Claims 8-10, refer to Claim 1 , wherein the switching element supports 1 :N 
switching and multicasting. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 0. Claims 2-6, 11,12 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

1 1 . Claims 13-19 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: As recited in Claim 13, prior art fails to teach generating a table representative 
of the circuits and provisional memory locations and transmitting the table via inband to 
the remote end.
